When the lake 
was first created about three years 
ago it was stocked with several 
thousand sub-catchable size rain- 
bow trout. Fish and game depart- 
ment creel census takers failed to 
find any of these trout in any of 
the angler’s, catch.- But the sec- 
ond year another big sub-catch- 
‘able size plant was made only to 
end up the same as the first. In 
one final attempt to establish a 
new fishery in Dam 7, about 10,000 
of the big catchable size rainbow 
were stocked last year and still 
none of any consequences were 
taken by fishermen. In fact the 
fishery men tried out the lake too, 
coming up with the same result 
and the decision then that the 
reservoir would never be a trout 
lake.

book form the results obtained 
from numerous experimental tests 
and feeding programs gathered 
from livestock raisers over the na- 
tion. When completed, the books 
will be available to all livestock 
men and educators for research 
and reference. 


Mr. Schneider reported that 
progress towards a national beef 
promotion program with all state 
associations participating was 
close to reality. The success of 
the California campaign and par- 
ticularly Tulare county, has re- 
ceived much favorable publicity 
and is expected to be the pattern 
for a national program, said Mr. 
Schneider. He credited the Cow- 
belles for much of the success, 
stating their recipes placed in 
stores were responsible for moving 
thousands of pounds of “economy 
cuts” of beef in addition to’ ren-

“‘millionaire’s club.” He pointed 
out, that, 70 percent of the mem- 
bers ‘had: herds of 200 head or 
less, according to the most recent 
surveys. 

Senator Williams spoke briefly 
on the necessity of livestock men 
to organize. Such groups, said 
Mr. Williams, are of inestimable 
value to lawmakers seeking advice 
prior to enacting proposed legisla- 
tion. He praised the Cattlemen’s 
association for its determined ef- 
forts towards self-help. 

Returning to Mr. Sotola, he 
proved to be not only a highly in- 
formed person but an entertaining 
one. A former college professor, 
he is an authority on both re- 
search and marketing having gar- 
nered his knowledge in the class- 
rooms and the practical channel 
of competitive selling. 

The type of speaker who en- 
joys punctuating his remarks with 
humorous asides, much to the de- 
light of his listeners, he is never- 
theless dead serious about the 
part research much play in the 
future if we are to survive in a 
nation whose tillable land is fast 
disappearing. Further inroads are 
bound to occur as the population 
steadily increases, warned Mr. So- 
tola. 

Mr. Sotola pointed out several 
recent instances where research 
has already made notable ad- 
vances. He referred to the feed- 
ing trials conducted in Iowa and 
Maryland where the stimulant 
Stilbesterol was used on cattle 
being fattened with satisfactory 
results: This test showed that 
cattle fed the drug not only out- 
gained those on standard feeds but 
did so with about 30 percent less 
grain. 

Another development was the 
discovery by researchers at Ar- 
mour and Company of the miracle 
drug ACTH used in treatment of 
arthritis. The drug is obtained 
from the Pituitary glands of swine 
and was the result of years of re- 
search and expenditures of about 
six million dollars. Through such 
research, said Mr. Sotola, will 
come future developments that 
will not only aid the livestock 
man in producing beef at less cost, 
but for all, a longer and healthier 
life.
